The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  12.25  p.m.  by  President,  Kermit  Wasmer.  The 
following  board  members  were  in  attendance:

Secretary  Zillion  read  the  minutes  from  the  previous  meeting.  Motion  to  approve  made 
by  Kaczor,  seconded  by  Hagemann.  Motion  carried. 

Treasurer  DeValk  distributed  copies  of  the  latest  treasurer’s  report.  Motion  to  approve 
by  Huggins,  seconded  by  Zillion.  Motion  carried. 

OLD  BUSINESS: 

Zillion  gave  a membership  update,  noting  that  after  the  removal  of  almost  40  names  for 
nonpayment  of  dues,  ILNA  now  stands  at  292  active  individual  members  and  3 1 active 
clubs,  for  a total  of  323. 

Kaczor  reported  the  outcome  of  his  search  for  educational  numismatic  videos  for 
potential  purchase  by  ILNA.  These  would  then  be  made  available  to  member  clubs,  etc. 
on  loan  for  use  in  various  programs,  etc.  Kaczor’ s recommendations  were  3 videos,  one 
each  on  coin  identification,  grading  and  counterfeit  detection.  After  some  discussion, 
a motion  was  made  by  Zapushek,  seconded  by  Doran  to  purchase  videos  on  grading  and 
counterfeit  detection.  Motion  carried. 

Kaczor  also  distributed  copies  of  a tape  entitled  “The  Money  Story”  to  be  given  to 
various  clubs,  youngsters,  etc.  at  no  cost. 

Wasmer  reminded  new  board  members  that  their  profiles  were  needed  soon  for 
inclusion  in  the  next  ILNA  Digest. 

A review  of  dues  was  tabled  until  the  fall  meeting. 

Regarding  the  Spring  1998  Show,  Huggins  stated  that  he  had  received  a written 
proposal  from  the  Springfield  club.  A motion  was  made  by  Huggins,  seconded  by 
Zapushek  to  accept  their  offer  to  host  the  ‘98  Spring  show.  Motion  carried.  Show  will

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be  March  22,  1998.  Discussion  ensued  regarding  moving  the  Spring  show  around  to 
different  areas.  Huggins  also  asked  the  board  for  input  regarding  a site  for  the  ‘99  Fall 
Show  due  to  a potential  conflict  with  the  ANA  Convention  in  Chicago. 

NEW  BUSINESS  (Fall  ‘97  Show  Business): 

Wasmer  handed  out  books  of  raffle  tickets  to  all  present,  stating  that  tickets  have  been 
mailed  to  the  general  membership. 

Regarding  the  Saturday  night  dealer  party,  Wasmer  stated  that  terms  have  been  set  for 
the  cost  of  the  bar,  etc.  Tentative  budgeted  amount  is  $1000.00. 

Hagemaim  and  Wasmer  reported  that  advertising  is  in  place  in  virtually  all  trade 
publications  and  several  club  magazines  as  well.  Hagemann  stated  that  1000  handbills 
have  been  printed,  with  more  available  when  necessary. 

Huggins  gave  a status  report  on  exhibits,  noting  that  initial  response  is  slow  but  should 
pick  up  as  the  show  date  draws  near. 

Regarding  the  bourse  itself,  Hagemann  reported  that  all  but  1 6 tables  in  the  main  bourse 
area  are  sold  to  date.  He  confidently  expected  the  show  would  be  sold  out  within  a 
month.  He  also  passed  out  a sample  dealer  badge,  stating  that  a supply  of  them  is  ready 
for  the  show. 

Wasmer  stated  that  admissions  will  be  handled  once  again  by  Duane  Serck,  and  noted 
that  there  will  not  be  an  admission  charge  this  year.  Kaczor  volunteered  to  help  man 
the  Thursday  night  security  room,  and  the  entire  board  stated  that  they  would  be 
available  at  various  times  throughout  the  show  to  help  man  the  admissions  table. 
DeModica  will  supply  a P.  A.  system. 

Sonny  Henry  stated  that  he  will  have  a 500-lot  regular  auction,  as  well  as  a youth 
auction.  Donations  for  the  latter  have  already  begun  coming  in. 

Wasmer  passed  out  a complete  activities  schedule  for  the  show,  including  all  speakers. 
A request  for  free  table  space  by  a private  paid  grading/authentication  service  was 
rejected. 

President  Wasmer  passed  out  a sample  of  a CSNS  rolled-out  nickel  ribbon,  as  well  as 
a drawing  of  a design  for  an  ELNA  version  of  same  for  the  show.  The  die  work  for  the 
medal  is  already  in  progress,  and  can  be  used  for  rolled  cents  as  well.  The  ribbons  will 
be  made  in  limited  quantity  for  distribution  to  board  members  and  other  dignitaries.  A 
small  quantity  of  4-coin  sets  will  also  be  struck.

Wasmer  gave  a brief  update  on  show  security,  stating  that  everything  has  been 
confirmed  and  obtained  at  a reasonable  cost. 

A brief  discussion  followed  regarding  possibly  assembling  an  exhibit  of  ILNA 
memorabilia  (medals,  pins,  badges,  coins,  etc.)  from  past  years.  The  board  was 
encouraged  to  help  acquire  such  items  if  available.  Kaczor  stated  that  he  would  exhibit 
some  of  his  personal  ILNA  items  at  the  show. 

The  next  board  meeting  will  be  at  the  November  Urbana  Coin  Club  Show. 

Motion  was  made  by  DeModica,  seconded  by  Doran.  Motion  carried.  Meeting 
adjourned  at  2:45  p.m.

Article  From  the  Sept.  1987  Issue  of  the  “Digest” 

From  The  Secretary 

It  has  been  a hot  summer.  Today,  temperatures,  as  they  have  been  for  five  days  in 
succession  are  in  the  middle  nineties.  For  the  foreseeable  future  the  weatherman  has 
indicated  no  change  from  the  hot  humid  conditions  that  have  characterized  the  summer 
of  1987. 

Perhaps  the  climatic  conditions  of  the  present  summer  will  help  us  to  commemorate  the 
construction  of  America’s  Constitution.  For  two  hundred  years  ago  while  discussions, 
debated  and  compromise  were  being  made  by  the  representative  of  the  “loosely”  United 
States  they  too  felt  the  discomforts  of  an  unusually  hot  summer.  History  clearly  supports 
the  purpose  and  accomplishment  of  this  gathering  of  dedicated  men.  The  Constitution 
of  the  United  States  of  America  has  proven  to  be  one  of  civilization’s  most  efficient, 
emulated  and  enduring  documents. 

For  Illinois  Numismatic  Association’s  members  the  summer  of  1987  not  only  marks  a 
summer  of  remembering  the  events  of  two  hundred  years  ago  but  acting  upon  a new 
constitution  for  our  Association.  The  present  constitution  was  revised  twenty  years  ago. 
Within  that  time  many  of  it’s  mandates  have  not  been  adhered  to.  Regrettably,  to  the 
detriment  of  the  Association,  most  members  are  not  familiar  with  the  present  consti- 
tution and  what  is  even  more  deplorable  is  that  over  the  years  officers  of  the  Association 
have  also  been  ignorant  of  the  constitution’ s guidelines  and  therefore  have  failed  to  obey 
it’s  bylaws. 

The  Board  of  Governors  have  recognized  a need  to  return  to  a workable  set  of  laws  that 
can  guide  the  Association  effectively.  The  Board  of  Governors  feel  that  it  is  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  Association  that  members  are  made  aware  of  and  approve  the  new 
constitution.  With  that  intention,  the  Association’s  Constitution  has  been  revised  and 
is  printed  in  the  “Digest”.  Each  member  should  examine  the  document  and  vote  on  its 
passage  or  failure.

Making  Sense 

by  John  D Wright,  NLG 

Can  you  guess  the  year?  In  this  year  Napoleon  is  expanding  his  empire.  He  places  his 
brothers  on  the  thrones  of  Naples  and  Holland,  establishes  the  Confederation  of  the 
Rhine  (which  ends  the  800-year  “Holy  Roman  Empire”),  occupies  Berlin,  and  issues 
a paper  “blockade”  decree  against  Britain,  whose  real  blockade  of  the  European  coast 
has  impeded  his  war  efforts.  These  restrictions  cut  U.S.  overseas  trade  to  one  third  its 
former  levels,  and  President  Jefferson  introduces  a trade  bill  to  exclude  such  British 
goods  as  can  be  produced  locally. 

The  Lewis  and  Clark  expedition  has  been  gone  for  over  two  years  and  has  been  given 
up  for  dead.  This  year  the  expedition  returns  to  St.  Louis  to  the  amazement  and 
celebration  of  the  entire  nation.  Only  one  man  has  been  lost  on  the  trek  to  the  Pacific 
and  back.  They  have  found  no  watenvay  linking  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  and  the  Pacific 
Ocean,  but  their  notes,  maps,  and  specimens  will  be  of  great  use  to  scientists  for  several 
decades.  Lewis  will  become  Governor  of  Louisiana  Territory.  A museum  celebrating 
the  accomplishments  and  discoveries  of  this  expedition  now  fills  the  space  at  the  foot 
of  the  “Gateway  to  the  West”  — the  St.  Louis  Arch. 

Construction  of  the  first  National  Highway  is  authorized  by  Congress.  The  road  will 
follow  the  500-inile  Indian  trail  connecting  Nashville  to  Natchez,  known  as  the 
“Natchez  Trace”.  This  will  become  the  overland  return  route  for  rivermen  who  raft 
trade  goods  from  the  Ohio  Valley  to  the  lower  Mississippi.  It  is  fitting  that  this  two- 
lane  road  through  beautiful  woodland  is  now  administered  by  the  National  Park  Service. 

The  year  before,  Zebulon  Pike  had  ascended  the  Mississippi  to  its  source.  This  year  he 
explores  the  high  plains  to  the  Rocky  Mountains,  reporting  this  area  to  be  “like  the 
sandy  deserts  of  Africa,  incapable  of  cultivation”.  Today  this  region  encompasses  one 
of  the  largest  wheat-growing  areas  in  the  world.

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The  U.S.  Mint  in  Philadelphia  makes  six  coin  denominations  this  year:  two  in  each 
metal.  U.S.  coinage  of  1806  includes  gold  half  and  quarter  eagles,  silver  half  and 
quarter  dollars,  and  copper  cents  and  half  cents.  We  might  extend  the  “half-and- 
quarter”  sequence  by  referring  to  the  copper  unit  as  “bicents”  (to  borrow  an  analogy 
from  the  British  “tuppence”).  All  of  the  quarter  eagles  and  some  of  the  quarter  dollars 
are  obvious  overdates.  Far  the  rarest  1 806  issue  is  the  quarter  eagle,  with  a total  mintage 
of  around  1600  pieces  — less  than  that  of  the  better-known  1794  dollar. 

Two  styles  of  6-punch  are  used  on  1806  US  coinage.  The  pointed  6 is  found  on  all  but 
the  cent,  and  the  knobbed  6 comes  on  all  but  the  half  cent  and  quarter  dollar. 

The  copper  coinage  of  1806  is  about  evenly  split  between  half  cents  and  cents.  Three 
obverse  and  four  reverse  dies  were  used  to  make  four  varieties  of  1806  half  cents — two 
common  ones  and  two  rare  ones.  Only  a single  pair  of  dies  was  used  for  large  cents  this 
year.

Making  Sense  (cont) 

This  is  the  second  of  only  three  yenrs  to  boEst  a single  large  cent  variety.  With  a mintage 
around  a third  of  a million  pieces,  the  1806  cent  is  a bit  scarce,  but  far  from  rare.  It  is 
interesting  how  far  “demand”  overshadows  “supply”  in  the  pricing  process.  There  were 
half  again  as  many  1909-S  VDB  cents  made  as  1806  cents,  and  over  a hundred  years 
more  recently.  The  survival  of  1806  cents  is  around  five  percent,  while  that  of  the  S- 
VDB’s  is  about  ten  times  that.  And  yet,  below  VF  the  1806  is  the  less  expensive  cent. 
And  for  the  large  cent  variety  collector  it  has  the  same  lack  of  charm:  plug  one  into  the 
hole  and  you’re  done.
